Farmer a* a Consumer. 


The buying power of the farmers of the country today is at 


least one-third less than it was ten years ago. This has brought 
the nation up with a halt. Previously, the farmer has not been 
looked upon as a consumer, but purely as a producer and one 
anyone could exploit. People have been looking upon the 
urban population as the consumers and the fanner as the one 
most benefited. 
j 


There are, or should be, more people employed on the farms; 


of this country than in any other line of business. There is, 
or should, be, a greater amount of capital invested in this in- 
dustry than any other. The number of people employed on 
the farms have steadily decreased. The ease with which peo- 
ple in the city were supposed to get a living was an incentive 
for thousands to desert the farm. 


With the decrease of the number engaged in farming, came 


a decrease in the acreage under cultivation and amount in- 
vested. It is now asserted that $78,000,000,000 in value of 
farm lands 'is not earning a single penny for the owners. That 
means that it is earning nothing for our country. The num- 
ber of people employed on the farms is gradually reaching the 
point that will spell national disaster. 


The condition is serious. Farm subsidy will do no good. 


There is no need of encouraging the farmer to work less and 
grow only when he is paid in subsidy to raise crops. He must 
receive more on the market. He must be paid enough for his 
productions to make farming profitable. That does not de- 
pend upon legislation, but, to a great extent, upon the farmer 
himself.

The Forty-Eight-Hour Law. 


The decisive victory of the 48-hour law in the house Wed- 


nesday portends its passage in the senate, unless predictions, 
freely made, are all to the wrong. Not even the most opti- 
mistic friend of the measure expected such a majority of 6:>. 
It means a great deal to those who have been working for the 
passage of this measure, but it means more to the State of New 
Hampshire.

usual placid calm of the legislature and cause a split between 
the house and senate that would tie up all legislation that had 
the least sign of party approval. It has been known since 
election just how the house and governor stood on the bill, 
but there was a question as to the attitude of the senate. 


The bill provides for a 48-hour week for women and chil- 


dren. It was the issue upon which Fred Brown went before 
the people at the last election. A few days more and the ac- 
tion of the senate upon this once delicate question will be a 
matter of history.

During 
and since the war, when the curren- 
cies of some

In Germany, for Instance, the pre-war 
rate on foreign letters waa 20 pfen- 
nings.

The American 
Postoffice 
Depart- 


ment has experienced no trouble as a 
result of these rate increases except—

foreign postal administrations. Only 
in the matter of international postal 
monsy orders, and payments for mail 
In transit, are there any transactions. 
In the handling of foreign, jaall each 
country keeps the postage It collects 
and pays for the transportation of the 
mails to a port of entry in the coun- 
try of destination. On mails sent from 
this country which pass through an- 
other country enroute to their destin- 
ation, the United States pays a transit 
or warehousing charge to the coun 
tries through which such mails pass.

"Washington.—One coal miner in. this 


Country produces as much in a day as 
fare* miners in Great Britain's coal 
Industry, according to statistics com- 
piled by W. -W. Adams, of the United 
Statesr Bureau of Mines. 


One American miner's speed in pro- 


duction, however, is shown by the rs- 
port to be offset by the loss o* al- 
most twice as many lives and by three 
times!'the number of accidents suf- 
fered by British miners. 


England employs about 
a million 


men each year In coal 
production, 


about "one-third more than the num- 
ber employed in this country, while 
the English output, Mr. Adams shows, 
la only about 300,000,000 tons, less than 
bal£ the production in 
the 
United 


States. The British accident rate in 
coal mining varies from 1.00 to 1,30 
for -every 1,000 men employed while in 
this country the rate ranges from 3.90 
to 4.60. Fatalities in Great Britain in 
the industry number from 
1,100 
to 


1.200 
a year, as compared to 2,000 to 


2,500 in. this country. 


The slower speed at which British 


coal miners work, and the fact that 
most ot them are more experienced, 
having been " bred to the occupation 
throjigh several generations," are ex- 
plained by' Mr. Adams as principal 
causes for their lower accident rate. 
About 13 per cent ot the British coal 
Is "undercut by machines as compared 
with over 50 per cent In the bitumin- 
ous industry in this country, and this 
fact together with tho use of a com

According to the bill of Representa- 


tive ; Fernald of Dover, ministers who 
do not reside in this state will lose the 
privilege of performing marriages In 
New Hampshire unless, the state in 
which they reside extends, the same 
privilege.to ministers'of New Hamp- 
shire. 
Mr. Fernald's .bill is in the 


hands of the committee. on judiciary, 
and reads as follows: 


Section 1. That Section' S ' of said 


Chapter 174 of the Public Statutes be 
amended by adding thereto the follow- 
ing words: But no minister residing 
hi any foreign State shall be com- 
rlssionbd to solemnize marriages . in 
this State unless the State in which 
said minister resides extends the same 
privilege to ministers Residing in New 
Hampshire, so that said section shall 
read as follows: 


Sect. S. Marriages may be solemn- 


ized by a justice of the peace In any 
county for which he Is commissioned; 
throughout the State by any minister 
of the 'gospel who has been ordained 
according to the usages of his denom- 
ination, resides in this state, and is in 
regular standing with the denomina- 
tion to which he belongs; by any such 
minister residing out of the State who 
has been authorized to solemnize mar- 
riages within the State by a commis- 
sion issued by the Covernor, with ad- 
vice of the Council; .and within his 
parish by such minister residing, out 
of the State, but having a pastoral 
charge wholly or-partly In this State, 
but no minister residing in any foil-lgn 
State shall be commissioned to sol- 
emnize marriages in this State unless 
the stata in which said minister re- 
sides extends the same privilege to 
ministers residing in New Hampshire.

business in 1923 than the

Crosby Company declared. 


Officials of other milling companies 


here held similar views, one statins 
the "milling situation is healthier now 
than at the same time a year ago." 


Local mills ran at capacity only a 


few weeks of the year, averaging about 
70 per cent for the tleve months. 


It was pointed out by Mr. Crosby 


that economic conditions have little 
01 no effect upon the milling industry, | 
the crop being the only factor. A crop j 
failure In the Northwest brings the 
mills to face with a shortage of wheat 
and puts them at a disadvantage with 
mills in other portions of the_ country, 
Mr. Crosby declared.

o'clock. This is the fourth session of 
this convention. 


The program for this fourth session 


provides -that'an amendment on the 
subject of taxation .shall be submitted. 
TheYe are two plans, one proposed by 
th'e state administration for a so-called 
i"wide open" tax amendment and one 
recommended by the state Senate for 
a -"limited" tax amendment. •• 


• The "wide open" amendment desired 
by the administration and recommen- 
ded by the House of representatives 
provides that the 
Legislature shall 


have full authority to levy taxes, pro- 
vided they are "reasonable." This may, 
be accomplished by striking out the 
•word "unproportional" Jn the constitu- 
tion' as applied to the taxes which the 
Legislature is authorized to levy. 


The- "limited" amendment provides 


that taxes may be assessed' against 
•stocks and bonds without regard to the 
rule of proportion laid down, in 
the 


constitution. It is said that the "wide 
open" amendment will be favored by 
the convention leaders. 


Albert O. Brown, former governor, is 


president of the convention and there 
••were originally 450 delegates to it. 
About one-third of these eea-ts, bow 
ever, are now -vacant because of the 
lapse of .time since the convention was 
ejected in.
